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A. F. of L. Awarded Funds Illegally Seized 
By C. I. O. Union

The final chapter in the attempt of the C. I. O. union made | 
up of members expelled from the A. F. of L. federal labor union 
composed of employes of the Simmons Furniture Company at | 
Kenosha, Wisconsin, to seize and retain A. F. of L. funds, was | 
written on November 12, when Circuit Judge E. B. Belden, hold- 
ing court in Kenosha, ordered $15,000 claimed by the C. I. O. 
union restored to the American Federation of Labor. 


A review of this case is instructive in establishing a prece- 
dent relative to the legal right of the American Federation of 
Labor to the funds of federal labor unions that are dissolved or 
expelled. It is ructive in throwing light on the policy of 
C.I. O. unions of raiding A. F. of L. unions and appropriating 
union funds 

A number oi years ago the Wisconsin State Federation of 
Labor organized the Simmons Furniture Company workers as a 
federal labor union chartered by the American Federation of 
Labor. When the committee for industrial organization came 
along with its destructive policy, the president of the federal 
labor union, who was ousted from the Wisconsin State Federa- 
tion of Labor for attempting to wreck A. F. of L. unions and for | 
his communist activities, also tried to force the federal labor 
union into affiliation with the C. I. O. 

In response to requests from loyal members of the union, 
William Green, president of the American Federation of Labor, 
ordered the offending president and three of his associates sus- 
pended. Following the refusal of the suspended officers to | 
observe the order of suspension the president of the union was 
expelled and the charter suspended so as to effect reorganization

Despite a restraining order issued by the court on the appli- 
cation of the American Federation of Labor, the disloyal offi- | 
cers confiscated $15,000 of the union funds, carted the money | 
down to Waukegan, Illinois, and deposited it in a box in a bank. 
Confronted with an order of the court to deliver the money to 
the clerk of the court on a certain day under a threat of punish- 
ment for contempt, the C. I. O. attorney withdrew the $15,000 
from the bank in Waukegan and reluctantly placed it upon the 
clerk’s desk in the Kenosha, court. 


The affair was finally ended on November 12 when Judge 
Belden ordered the impounded funds restored to the Simmons 
A. F. of L. union in Kenosha. 

The court order was a definite victory for President Green, 
who, with Paul Smith, his personal representative in Milwaukee, 
were plaintiffs in the suit, and for the Wisconsin State Federa- 
tion of Labor, which instituted the legal proceedings against 
the offcials of the C. I. O. union in Kenosha and their faction. 
Joseph A. Padway of Milwaukee, attorney for the American 
Federation of Labor, represented Mr. Green and Mr. Smith. 

Judge Belden’s decision definitely establishes the authority 
of the American Federation of Labor over federal labor unions 
chartered by it and should put an end to raids on A. F. of L. 
union funds promoted and finalized by unions affiliated with 
the committee for industrial organization.

Telegraphers’ Union Seeks Injunc- 
tion Prohibiting Postal Tele- 
graph Employes Election 


The commercial telegraphers’ un- 
ion petitioned the U. S. court of 
appeals for the District of Colum- 
bia to issue an injunction enjoin 
ing the national labor relations 
board from taking apy steps to 
hold an election on a_ nation-wide 
basis in the postal telegraph system 
to choose a collective bargaining 
agency for the company’s employes, 
A petition for such an election 
was recently filed with the board 
by the American radio telegraphists 
association, a C. I. O. affiliate. 
The petition for the injunction 
claimed that the labor board passed 
upon certain claims of the C, I. O. 
union without first having afford- 


ed the commercial telegraphers’ 
union an opportunity to be heard 


in the matter. The petition asserted 


tional labor relations act 
In a statement announcing the 
filing of the petition for an injunc- 
tion, Frank B. Powers of the com- 
mercial telegraphers’ union said: 
“We are in no sense opposing the 
final holding of an election by the 
labor board. On the contrary, we 
welcome an election on a nation- 
wide basis in the postal telegraph 
system conducted under circum- 
stances which will give the em- 
ployes, whether they are members 
of our union or otherwise, the op- 
portunity to express themselves 
with all the facts before them, and 
not otherwise.”

It is a national wrong. Congress 
should act. 

“The need of child-labor legisla- 
tion increases proportionally with 
increased industrial activity. The 
gainful employment of children is 
not only inhumane but uneconomic.
